Pab lo Casals 
Dies At 96; 


Rites Tod ay 


SAN JUAN, P R . (AP) 
Tributes 
poured in today acclaiming the 
greatness of Pablo Casals, the cellist 
and humanitarian w ho died Monday at 
96. 
He was to be buried this afternoon in 
a black granite vault less than a block 
from his home. 
Casals, who for the last 35 years used 
his musical talents in a protest against 
tyranny and a campaign for peace, 
died after three weeks in Auxilio Jutuo 
Hospital. He was hospitalized after a 
heart seizure, but doctors said he also 
suffered from chronic bronchitis, a 
kidney 
failure 
and 
circulatory 
ailments. 
He was the foremost cellist of the 
20th century and a superlative per­ 
former into his 80s. In recent years he 
won new honors as a conductor. He 
was a source of inspiration to the mu­ 
sicians with whom he worked every 
summer at the Marlboro, Vt., music 
colony. 
“ Sometimes I feel like a boy,” 
Casals once said. “ Music does that. I 
can never play the same piece twice in 
the same way. Each time it is new." 
“ Pablo Casals was one of the 
greatest musicians of all time and the 
greatest 
cellist,” 
said 
Eugene 
Ormandy, the music director of the 
Philadelphia Orchestra. “ His love of 
people was probably the reason for his 
rich and long life.” 
Russia’s Mstislav Rostropovich, 
considered Casals’ successor as the 
world’s No. 1 cellist, said, “ I have lost 
not only a great teacher but a true 
friend. I feel a great personal grief.” 
Born Dec. 29,1876, in Vendrell, in the 
fiercely independent part of Spain 
known as Catalonia, Casals played 
before Spanish 
royalty before he 
reached the age of 15. He was solo 
cellist for the Paris Opera while still a 
teen-ager. 
He returned to Spain in the 1930s to 
conduct his own orchestra, but was 
driven abroad by Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco’s overthrow of the 
Republican government in the Spanish 
Civil War. 


“ He just doesn’t want Jerry Ford to 
be held hostage,” Wright said. 
Republican leaders also met, and 
Ford reaffirmed his supfiort for Nixon. 
Asked whether he thinks im­ 
peachment is likely. Ford said, “ It 
doesn’t seem to me that the facts, 
under the present circumstances, 
justify such drastic action."

Ohio Assembly Opens Special Session Today 


COLUMBUS,Ohio (AP) 
Members 
of the 110th Ohio General Assembly 
return to the Statehouse today for a 
special legislative session designed to 
curb deteriorating public regard for 
politicians and their campaigns. 
D em ocratic Gov. John G illigan 
called the extraordinary session and 
restricted it to consideration of new 
laws to limit and account for campaign 
spending. 
House Speaker A. G. I undone, D-99 
Bellaire, said there probably will be 
party caucuses when both cham bers 
convene at 1:30 p.m. The lawm akers 
are expected to recess later to let 
Senate and House election committees 
work on specific proposals, including 
one from the Gilligan adm inistration. 
Predictions of how long the special 
session may last vary from .several 
days to two weeks or longer. It will 
depend on the law m akers’ ability to 
reach a compromise in key areas. 
The big point of contention centers 


on how to handle campaign con­ 
tributions from labor unions. Gilligan 
opposes a $3,OOO ceiling on 
such 
contributions if the money comes from 
individual donations of less than $10, 
funneled through a labor organization. 
Republicans are expected to insist 
that the individual union m em bers tx’ 
allowed to earm ark their donations to 
the party or candidates of their choice, 
as teachers are perm itted to do in a 
new wage check-off program they 
have for political contributions. 
House Majority Whip Richard F. 
Celeste, D-5 Cleveland, will introduce 
the governor’s bill in the House, he 
said, while Sen. Thomas E. Carney, I)- 
32 G irard, is expected to introduce it in 
the Senate. 
Celeste defended the union proposal 
at a news conference Monday, saying 
lal>or organizations have their own 
“constitutional 
arrangem ents” 
and 
asserting their functions are “open 
and dem ocratic.” It would be wrong, 


he m aintained, for the legislature “to 
w rite a d ifferen t decision-m aking 
procedure.” 


Some Republicans, including Rep. 
Alan E. Norris, R-27 Westerville, want 
to prohibit co ntributions from a 
union’s operating fund. Sen. Paul R 
Mafia, R-25 Westlake, has proposed 
restricting all political contributions to 
those from individuals and political 
parties. 
Celeste said there is a chance for 
compromise. “ All legislation requires 
compromise; th a t’s the first thing I 
learned when I carne down here,’’ the 
Clevelander said. 
Gilligan’s bill places a $3,(HK) ceiling 
on contributions by any individual or 
family unit, and sets specific eorn- 
paign spending amounts for various 
state and local offices 


It also requires any candidate who 
plans to spend $500 or more to name a 
campaign treasurer who would be 


i e.sponsible for collecting and spending 
funds Deputy treasurers could also be 
named to collect funds. The treasurer 
would be required to keep records cur 
rent to within riot more than seven 
days after r eceiving a contribution or 
expenditure. 
Reports of contributions and ex­ 
penditures would have to tx* made 40 
days arid ll days before a prim ary, 
special or general election. Reports 
would be filed with the official who re 
reived the candidate’s petitions the 
secretary of state in a statewide race 
or county boards of election otherwise. 
A candidate for governor would bo 
allowed to spend five cents for every 
person in the state, or about $550,000 in 
a prim ary election, and IO cents a 
person in a general election.

Shoemaker il)i from the Piekaway- 
Ross District and chairman of the 
House Finance Committee today 
voiced his whole-hearted support for 
proposed constitutional amendments 
to be designated on the ballot as Issues 
1,2,3, and 4 respectively, which are to 
be passed upon by the voters at the 
general election, November 6,1973. 
“ Issue No. 1,” Shoemaker ex­ 
plained, “ would correct the present 
situation 
whereby the constitution 
requires all land in the state to be 
taxed at a uniform rate according to its 
current market value.’’ This amend­ 
ment, 
which 
Representative 
Shoemaker strongly supported in the 
House, will permit farm land to be 
taxed as farm land instead of being 
taxed according to its development 
potential. “ Thus, farmers will be able 
to continue to use their land for 
agricultural purposes without being 
forced out of business by surrounding 
developments and the accompanying 
high and confiscatory real property 
taxes,” he said. 
Issue 
No. 
2, 
according 
to 
Representative Shoemaker, would 
authorize the General Assembly to 
provide by law for the amount of in­ 
come which is exempt from taxation.

would 
remove 
the 
present 
unrealistically low $3,000 limitation on 
the amount of income which is exempt 
from taxation and would allow the 
General Assembly to take into account 
the needs of the people, particularly 
those with large families and low in­ 
comes, in determining the amount of 
the exemption. 
“ Passage of Issue No. 3 promises to 
move the State of Ohio ahead toward a 
better court system,” Shoemaker said. 
People in small counties, Shoemaker 
explained, will be entitled to a full-time 
working judge in the area, who can be 
properly compensated together with a 
properly equipped prosecutor’s staff, 
public defender 
staff, and other

unavailable in those small counties. 
Issue No. 3 will not itself bring into 
being any changes whatsoever. It 


simply empowers the legislature to 
make such changes found advisable 
and necessary, after full study and 
full, open hearings. 
“ The only certain losers if Issue No. 
3 fails,” he remarked “ will be the 
citizens of Ohio. Passage of Issue No. 3 
can bring about substantial moder­ 
nization of our court system.” 
Shoemaker pointed out that Issue 
No. 4 would authorize the issuance of 
bonds or notes to provide a veteran’s 
bonus for Vietnam and other military 
service and would not call for any 
increased taxes. It provides for a cash 
bonus of up to $500, or double the cash 
Ixm us if it is taken as educational 
assistance, for persons who served in 
the military service during the time of 
the Vietnam conflict. The bonus will be 
paid, Shoemaker said, “ By issuing 
bonds or notes, not over three hundred 
million dollars, to be repaid with funds 
made available from the general

Shoemaker commented, “ The young 
men who risked their lives doing their 
patriotic duty for our great nation 
deserve this small token of our sincere 
appreciation. I am pleased to have 
supported the passage of this worth­

Ohioans to support this most worth­ 
while amendment.” 
In conclusion, Shoemaker expressed 
his belief that these amendments are 
vital for the fair and equitable ad­ 
ministration of Ohio’s laws and 
reiterated his complete agreement 
with them.

Ohioans Rip 
Fashion Models Become Film Stars 


In legislative action this week, the 
Governor has formally called the 
General Assembly back into session to 
write a strong compaign financing 
law. The special session will begin 
Tuesday, October 23. It is hoped that 
such a law can be enacted in this 
session so its provisions could be in 
effect for the 1974 primary elections in 
May. 


Ohio has the lowest unemployment 
rate of any industrial state in the 
nation and Ohio’s businessmen are 
looking forward to a good business 
year in 1973. Despite a recession at the 
national level during part of 1971 and 
1972, Ohio enjoyed a measurable 
growth rate. 


In January, 1971, employment in the 
state stood at nearly 4.5 million. In less 
than three years, this number has 
increased by 348,800 — an 8 per cent 
employment gain the space of two-and- 
a-half years. 
During the sam e period, 
the 
unemployment rate, which was 5.2 per 
cent in January, 1971, fell in the spring 
of this year to 3.5 per cent. 


We in the State of Ohio witnessed a 
substantial increase in the number of 
businesses and industries that ex­ 
panded druing that period. 
A total of 1,134 firms announced 
plans to build new or expanded 
facilities in Ohio during 1972— an in­ 
crease of 366 over 1971. 


Since 1969, Ohio has recorded a 
steady rise in the Gross State Product, 
which is the annual dollar value of all 
goods and services produced in Ohio. 
The 1969 GSP was $50.5 billion while 
the 1972 GSP had risen by 8.7 per cent 
to $59.9 billion. 


The cost of an information center 
building is only about $25,000 more 
than the cost of a new rest area 
structure. The centers will be con­ 
structed with 90 per cent highway 
matching funds with the State picking- 
up the remaining IO per cent. 
A long-range program to generally 
upgrade all rest area facilities on the 
interstate highway system has been 
established. Upgrading will include 
new restroom building with flush 
toilets, special ramps and other im­ 
provements to aid the handicapped 
and additional parking and lighting. 
The overall cost of the upgrading 
will be $23.8 million with the federal 
government paying 90 per cent and the 
State IO per cent. 
The upgrading program should be 
completed by late 1975. 


Seven Motorist Inofrmation Centers 
will soon be constructed at Key points 
of entry around the State to promote 
Ohio travel and tourism. 
The new centers are an expansion of 
a program to generally upgrade all 
interstate rest area facilities in Ohio. 
All of the new information centers will 
have modern restroom facilities in­ 
cluding flush toilets. 


Bid proposals for the first two 
centers are to be opened in December 
of this year with construction begin­ 
ning as early as January 1974. A 
completion date of fall 1974 is planned. 
The rem aining five centers are 
scheduled for completion by fall of 
1975. 
All of the centers will be built on the 
sites of existing rest area facilities. 
The estimated cost of the new struc­ 
tures of $200,000each, not including the 
cost of additional right of way, parking 
facilities, expanded lighting and 
landscaping. 


Governor John J. Gilligan will host 
the Third Annual Governor’s United 
Nations Week kickoff Saturday Oc­ 
tober 20 in Cleveland. 
The observance has traditionally 
been held at the Governor's Mansion in 
Columbus to salute Ohioans of foreign 
birth and descent while promoting 
peace and understanding among Men 
of all nations. 
This year UN week reception will be 
held at the Hofbrau Haus, 1400 East 
55th Street, rom 2 p.m. until 7 p.m. The 
reception will be attended by hundreds 
of representatives of the ethnic 
communities throughout Ohio. 
“This year, we are especially proud 
to have as our special guests the people 
of Ohio 
who 
became 
naturalized 
citizens of the United States during the 
past few weeks,” the Governor said. 
“Not only will we be able to show our 
gratitude to the thousands of Ohioans 
of foreign extraction who have helped 
to develope our great state, but we will 
lie 
able 
to 
give 
an 
appropriate 
welcome to those who will contribute 
their culture and skills to the future 
well-being of Ohio,” the Governor 
added. 
The observance will be the climax of 
foreign birth or descent to “put on your 
dancing shoes” and join he and Mrs. 
Gilligan at the Saturday reception. 
The program is open to all Ohioans 
of ethnic origin and will offer two 
bands, light refreshm ents and a 
chance for ethnic Ohioans from 
throughout the state to get acquainted 
with one another as well as with the 
Governor. 
The event wraps up a year-long 
schedule of activities including an 
international reception at the Mansion 
in March to kick-off the year’s Iiet’s 
Hear it for Ohio’s Heritage program, 
an International Concert on the 
Statehouse lawn in August, and In­ 
ternational Day at the Ohio State Fair 
featuring 
C leveland’s 
Frank 
Yankovic.

Airlines have finally and wisely 
realized that the personal health and 
liberties of their passengers are af­ 
fected by tobacco smoke in the closed 
confines of an airplane. 
It is now possible to choose a non­ 
smoking compartment free from 
exposure to the hazards of other 
people's smoke. Movie houses and 
theaters long ago have given their 
patrons this choice. 
There are still many areas where the 
captive audience in trains and 
elevators must pay a penalty for 
another person’s smoking indulgence. 
One reader from Nevada amusingly 
wrote that he was unable to enjoy his 
game of Blackjack because everybody 
at his table puffed smoke directly into 
his face. He wanted me to suggest that 
certain tables be set aside for non- 
smokers. 
He added “ What’s the use of win­ 
ning if I’ll be too sick to enjoy my 
profits?” Facetious as that sounds 
there is scientific validity to the fact 
that non-smokers are subject to health 
hazards when exposed to the con­ 
centrated smoke of others. 
People with chronic bronchitis, 
emphysema or asthma are severely 
burdened when they are caught in a 
closed room 
filled with cigarette 
smoke. 
Cigar smokers are a special menace 
of their own in a poorly ventilated 
room. 
The fact that impurities in cigars are 
not nearly so hazardous as those in 
cigarettes does not minimize the fact 
that cigar smokers have the telltale 
evidence of their presence long after 
they have left the room. 
It may be possible to convince some 
cigarette smokers that their health can 


be seriously affected by cigarettes. It 
is not impossible, however, to find 
ways to protect non-smokers from the 
burdens imposed on them in all public 
places of assembly.

proper vaccinations, thousands of 
children still pay the penalty of 
sickness and even death, because of 
the neglect of such advice.

protection lasts forever. Booster shots 
for each vaccine must be given at 
regular intervals to maintain a child’s 
capacity to defend himself against a 
disease. 
I have always believed that the best 
birthday present a child can get is a 
complete 
physical 
examination, 
amplified by immunization against 
childhood diseases.

The President 
could also provide certain relief to 
domestic industries or workers injured 
by rising imports and would be able to 
take certain corrective actions against 
unfair trade practice of other nations 
or when the U.S. is running a large 
balance of payments deficit. 
Many of the provisions in this 
complex legislation are highly con- 
tr^ersal, however, and there is sure 
to be considerable debate on them 
when the House considers the bill later 
this month. One area of contest con­ 
cerns just how much Presidential 
authority should be given, even though 
this trade reform bill contains 
provisions for congressional con­ 
sultation and surveillance of both 
negotiations of trade agreements and 
of operations under them. 
Perhaps the most highly volatile 
issue in all of the trade reform 
proposals is the granting of a most 
» favored nation trade status to Russia. 
Without it, Russia 
as is the case with 
all communist countries except 
Poland and Yugoslavia — would 
continue to be subject to the higher 
statutory rates of duty, as opposed to 
the lower rates conferred on imports 
from all other countries. The bill 
stipulates that this status can only bt* 
conferred if the country in question 
recognizes the right of emigration. 
This provision is intended to help force 
an end to Russian supression of Soviet 
Jews attempting to leave the U S S R ., 
since the Soviet Union is extremely 
anxious to trade with the United States 
on a most favored nation basis. 
Other major provisions in the trade 
reform bill likely to cause extended 
debate are those dealing with import 
relief and adjustment assistance for 
American 
workers 
and 
firm s 
threatened by import competition. 
Besides making it much easier to 
provide relief to domestic industries 
injured by rising imports, the bill 
would also liberalize and increase 
government assistance to workers 
made jobless by imports. 
With these issues and others to settle 
both in the House and then in the 
Senate, the final trade reform bill 
probably will not be sent to the 
President until sometime early next 
year.

Ohio has 27 inspection teams 
two 
mechanics and a patrolman that 
roam the state, setting up vehicle 
inspection stops. 
In addition, each of the state’s 1,327 
highway patrolmen are on inspection 
duty. They can keep unsafe cars from 
moving until they are fixed. 
“ Less than 5 per cent of Ohio ac­ 
cidents are caused by defective 
vehicles,” Manley said. “ Speed and 
drinking driving cause most of them.” 
Mandatory inspections requiring 
taking the vehicle to a garage 
privately owned or state-operated 
would cost more than $100 million a 
year and inconvenience the motorist, 
the Patrol feels.

Goodwill Rehabilitates Humans 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Twenty- 
year-old Sam left a mental hospital to 
go to Goodwill Industries of Central 
Ohio to become a productive human 
being. Not many gave him a chance to 
succeed. 
“ 'Die social workers were sure they 
didn’t want him to come out,” said 
Dick Oestretch, Goodwill’s director of 
rehabilitation. “ At first, he drove us 
nuts, but we didn’t give up." 
(Jestreieh said, “ We worked with 
Sam and gave him a lot of attention. 
He has started turning the corner. He 
has been on four job interviews and 
recently got a job. But he came back to 
us two days later. He apparently got 
homesick for Goodwill. 
“ But on the next job, he will 
probably stick,” (Jestreieh confidently 
said. 
He should know. While at Goodwill, 
the 34-year-old director has helped a 
lot of people turn the corner toward 


improved self-esteem and gainful 
employment. 
In fact, Goodwill of Central Ohio 
leads all the 152 organizations in the 
country in training and placement of 
handicapped persons. 


In 1972, the local organization placed 
360 such persons for the top honor. 
Goodwill has surpassed that number 
this year. In the first nine months, 
Goodwill has found jobs for 416 per­ 
sons, 50 ahead of its closest competitor 
in Toledo. 
Oestreich attributes the success to 
an aggressive staff, good programs 
and an effective philosophy. 
“ Goodwill started 70 years ago as an 
employer of the handicapped when it 
was difficult,” he said. “ But now we 
are more in the business of getting 
people on the outside. Our general 
approach is go do as much as possible 
to get people jobs on the outside.” 
Educational TV 
Blankets State 


He said four full-time staff persons 
“ look all over town” for jobs. He said 
they average nearly 50 a month. 
Oestreich said the job finders tell 
employers, “ Here’s someone that’s 
good for them. They’re not selling the 
idea that it’s good to hire the handi­ 
capped, but to hire the person who has 
been rehabilitated and can do a job." 
Oestreich said Goodwill trains 
people to fix toasters and televisions, 
repair shoes, clean clothing, serve 
food, refinish furniture, perform 
janitorial services and handle work in 
a warehouse or office. 
He is critical of mental institutions 
that only care for people, but do not 
help them to get along in life. 
“ The damn institutions have been 
warehousing people,” he said. "In 15 
years, a person in a hospital doesn t 
know the difference between a ham­ 
burger stand and a gas station.” 
He hopes to remedy that. In the near 
future, he said Goodwill will set up an 
operation at Orient State Hospital, 
south of Columbus to train patients for 
jobs.

For the 
first time educational television can 
beam lessons into any schoolroom in 
Ohio. 
The final transmitter completing the 
'IT/ blanket over the state was com­ 
pleted at Cambridge during the 
summer and went into operation this 
month. 
Already, half of all of 
Ohio’s 
elementary and secondary public 
school children — 1.2 million of 2.4 
million 
are under contract for TV 
lessons. 
“ Virtually all schools in Ohio, if they 
choose, may receive instructional 
television,” said Martin W. Essex, 
state public instruction superin­ 
tendent. 
All schools can so receive, said 
Robert 
Bowers, assistant state 
superintendent of instruction, but 
some areas would have weak signals. 
The 110th General Assembly ap­ 
propriated $1,212,500 in federal 
revenue sharing funds to correct weak 
spots between transmission areas of 
Ohio’s 12 transmitters. 
The state anticipates that 1.8 million 
Ohio school children may be given 
some TV instruction next school year. 
Most of today’s television instruction 
is concentrated in elementary grades 
with some secondary schools involved, 
Bowers said. Big concern now is the 
quality of the instructional programs 
available. 


Ohio’s interest sparked formation 
last May of the national Agency for 
Instructional Television. AIT plans 
meetings next week around the 
country to plot production of high 
quality instruction. Ohio officials will 
attend a meeting in Atlanta. 
lessons cover nealtn, reading and 
social studies 
enrichment programs 
that Bowers said supplement rather 
than replace classroom instruction. 


A program produced for the state at 
Ohio State University on economics 
had what Bowers called fantastic 
success and now is in use nationally. 
Another OSU product on environment 
and a third called “ Images and 
Things” about art are 
typical 
programs. 


The state assured 960 hours of 
educational progranuning on each of 
the dozen stations by awarding con­ 
tracts totalling $1,356 million. 


School districts contract with the 
educational TV corporations and rates 
range from 25 cents to $1 per pupil. The 
state Department of Education aug­ 
ments school district contributions by 
50 cents per pupil. 


Educational TV transmitters are 
located at Cincinnati, Cleveland, 
Toledo, Columbus, Bowling Green, 
Oxford, Dayton, Athens, Cambridge, 
Alliance-Salem, Portsmouth and 
Newark.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AF1) — Twenty- 
year-old Sam left a mental hospital to 
go to Goodwill Industries of Central 
Ohio to become a productive human 
being. Not many gave him a chance to 
succeed. 
“ The social workers were sure they 
didn’t want hun to come out,” said 
Dick Oestreich, Goodwill’s director of 
rehabilitation. “ At first, he drove us 
nuts, but we didn’t give up.” 
Oestreich said, “ We worked with 
Sam and gave him a lot of attention. 
He has started turning the corner. He 
has been on four job interviews and 
recently got a job. But he came back to 
us two days later. He apparently got 
homesick for Goodwill. 
“ But on the next job, he will 
probably stick,” Oestreich confidently 
said. 
He should know. While at Goodwill, 
the 34-year-old director has helped a 
lot of people turn the corner toward 


improved self-esteem and gainful 
employment. 
In fact, Goodwill of Central Ohio 
leads all the 152 organizations in the 
country in training and placement of 
handicapped persons. 


In 1972, the local organization placed 
360 such persons for the top honor. 
Goodwill has surpassed that number 
this year. In the first nine months, 
Goodwill has found jobs for 416 per­ 
sons, 50 ahead of its closest competitor 
in Toledo. 


Oestreich attributes the success to 
an aggressive staff, good programs 
and an effective philosophy. 
“ Goodwill started 70 years ago as an 
employer of the handicapped when it 
was difficult,” he said. “ But now we 
are more in the business of getting 
people on the outside. Our general 
approach is go do as much as possible 
to get people jobs on the outside.”

He said four full-time staff persons 
“ look all over town” for jobs. He said 
they average nearly 50 a month. 
Oestreich said the job finders tell 
employers, “ Here’s someone that’s 
good for them. They’re not selling the 
idea that it’s good to hire the handi­ 
capped, but to hire the person who has 
been rehabilitated and can do a job.” 
Oestreich said Goodwill trains 
people to fix toasters and televisions, 
repair shoes, clean clothing, serve 
food, refinish furniture, perforin 
janitorial services and handle work in 
a warehouse or office. 
He is critical of mental institutions 
that only care for people, but do not 
help them to get along in life. 
“ The damn institutions have been 
warehousing people,” he said. “ In 15 
years, a person in a hospital doesn’t 
know the difference between a ham­ 
burger stand and a gas station.” 
He hopes to remedy that. In the near 
future, he said Goodwill will set up an 
operation at Orient State Hospital, 
south of Columbus to train patients for 
jobs.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — For the 
first time educational television can 
beam lessons into any schoolroom in 
Ohio. 
The final transmitter completing the 
'IV blanket over the state was com­ 
pleted at Cambridge during the 
summer and went into operation this 
month. 
Already, 
half of all 
of 
Ohio’s 
elementary and secondary public 
school children — 1.2 million of 2.4 
million — are under contract for TV 
lessons. 
“ Virtually all schools in Ohio, if they 
choose, may receive instructional 
television,” said Martin W. Essex, 
state public instruction superin­ 
tendent. 
All schools can so receive, said 
Robert 
Bowers, 
assistant 
state 
superintendent of instruction, but 
some areas would have weak signals. 
The 110th General Assembly ap­ 
propriated $1,212,500 in 
federal 
revenue sharing funds to correct weak 
spots between transmission areas of 
Ohio’s 12 transmitters. 
The state anticipates that 1.8 million 
Ohio school children may be given 
some TV instruction next school year. 
Most of today’s television instruction 
is concentrated in elementary grades 
with some secondary schools involved, 
Bowers said. Big concern now is the 
quality of the instructional programs 
available. 


Ohio’s interest sparked formation 
last May of the national Agency for 
Instructional Television. AIT plans 
meetings next week around the 
country to plot production of high 
quality instruction. Ohio officials will 
attend a meeting in Atlanta. 
lessons cover health, reading and 
social studies — enrichment programs 
that Bowers said supplement rather 
than replace classroom instruction. 


A program produced for the state at 
Ohio State University on economics 
had what Bowers called fantastic 
success and now is in use nationally. 
Another OSU product on environment 
and a third called “ Images and 
Things” about art 
are 
typical 
programs. 


The state assured 960 hours of 
educational progranuning on each of 
the dozen stations by awarding con­ 
tracts totalling $1,356 million. 


School districts contract with the 
educational TV corporations and rates 
range from 25 cents to $1 per pupil. The 
state Department of Education aug­ 
ments school district contributions by 
50 cents per pupil. 


Educational TV transmitters are 
located at Cincinnati, Cleveland, 
Toledo, Columbus, Bowling Green, 
Oxford, Dayton, Athens, Cambridge, 
Alliance-Salem, Portsmouth and 
Newark.

Whalen, R-3, Dayton, and Tennyson 
Guyer, R-4, Findlay, said they would 
seriously consider impeachment if 
sufficient evidence was presented to 
prove the President had violated the 
law. 
Five other Congressmen, four of 
them Republicans, said they were 
firmly opposed to the idea. They were 
Reps.

Voters in the Teays Valley School

increase of 1.43 mills for additional

because existing bond millage w ill be 
reduced one mill. 
Construction will include two kin­ 
dergarten rooms at each, of the three 
elementary

sites;

classrooms, a multi-purpose room, 
office and storage spaces added to the 
present high school building. The high 
school addition would lx' a two-story 
structure added at the

corner. 
From its first occupation in 1962, the 
high school building's enrollment has 
encreased from 2,062 to this years 
enrollment of 2,831. 
Addition of the proposed building 
onto the high school building will make 
it possible to overlap junior and senior 
high schools effectively. 'This would 
provide a full grogram for both levels. 
Overlapping would mean less extreme 
hours and a less complicated busing 
program. 
A new state law requires all school 
districts in Ohio to have kindergarten 
facilities by Sept. 1965. Presently only 
16 districts in the state lack such 
facilities. 
Although the levy will appear on the 
ballot as 2.43, the retirement of an 
existing portion of the

This column of questions and an­ 
swers on federal tax matters is 
provided by the local office of the U.S.

The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 
(Q) Can you deduct contributions to 
foreign charities? 
(A) No. However, you may deduct 
contributions to a U.S. organization 
that transfers funds to a charitable 
foreign organization if the U.S. 
organization controls the use of the 
funds or if the foreign charity is 
merely an administrative arm of the 
U.S. organization. Also, contributions 
made directly to certain Canadian 
charities 
are 
deductible. 
The 
organization itself can tell you whether 
it qualifies. 
(Q) Can a foster child qualify as a 
dependent? 
(A) Yes. A foster child may quality 
as your dependent if your home is his 
principal residence, he is a member of 
your household for the entire year and 
the other dependency tests are met, 
including your furnishing more than 
half of the child’s total support, 
i Q ) I’m a salesman. Every year, I give 
each of my customers a little present. 
Can I deduct these business gifts on my 
income tax return? 
(A) Expenses for business gifts 
made to an individual are deductible 
only to the extent that the total 
business gifts during the year to that 
individual do not exceed $25. 
Not subject to this $25 rule are 
general business gifts to individuals of 
identical items costing you $4 or less, 
on which your name is clearly and 
permanently imprinted. 


Diesel Fuel 
Tax D o dge 
Reported 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) - The use 
of home heating fuel in diesel-powered 
vehicles as a tax dodge is costing the 
federal government and the states mil­ 
lions of dollars in revenue annually, 
authorities say. 
The two fuels are almost identical in 
chemical makeup, but the big dif­ 
ference is that diesel fuel, when it’s 
used to power vehicles over public 
highways, is taxable. The No. 2 home 
heating fuel is considered a nontaxable 
necessity. 
Robert Heller, director of the 
Pennsylvania Bureau of Liquid Fuels 
Tax, suggests the scheme has cost this 
state about $10 million annually over 
the past 20 years. 
A trucking trade publication, ‘‘Fleet 
Owner,” says the loss nationwide 
might run as high as $1 billion an­ 
nually. 
Not only has the practice been costly 
in terms of tax dollars, but it continues 
at a time when many Americans have 
been warned that they may be in for a 
cold winter because of dwindling fuel 
oil supplies. 
Diesel fuel, which sells for 34 to 36 
cents a gallon is taxed at the rate of 
four cents per gallon on the federal 
level and eight cents by Pennsylvania. 
Home heating fuel sells in Pennsylva­ 
nia for about 22 cents a gallon.

Diesel Fuel 
Tax Dodge 
Reported 


HARRISBURG, Pa. I AP) - The use 
of home heating fuel in diesel-powered 
vehicles as a tax dodge is costing the 
federal government and the states mil­ 
lions of dollars in revenue annually, 
authorities say. 
The two fuels are almost identical in 
chemical makeup, but the big dif­ 
ference is that diesel fuel, when it’s 
used to power vehicles over public 
highways, is taxable. The No. 2 home 
heating fuel is considered a nontaxable 
necessity. 
Robert Heller, director of the 
Pennsylvania Bureau of liquid Fuels 
Tax, suggests the scheme has cost this 
state about $10 million annually over 
the past 20 years. 
A trucking trade publication, “ Fleet 
Owner,” says the loss nationwide 
might run as high as $1 billion an­ 
nually. 
Not only has the practice been costly 
in terms of tax dollars, but it continues 
at a time when many Americans have 
been warned that they may be in for a 
cold winter because of dwindling fuel 
oil supplies. 
Diesel fuel, which sells for 34 to 36 
cents a gallon is taxed at the rate of 
four cents per gallon on the federal 
level and eight cents by Pennsylvania. 
Home heating fuel sells in Pennsylva­ 
nia for about 22 cents a gallon.

Fuel Shortage Takes Its 
Toll O n O hio's Schools

The State Board of Education has 
urged the development of guidelines 
for fuel conservation following a report 
that Ohio schools may face a fuel 
shortage of three million gallons this 
winter. 
A 
specially 
appointed 
seven- 
member committee has been named to 
assist in policy developments in this 
area. A recent survey cited 11 school 
districts have not l>een able to secure 
an adequate supply of fuel oil for the 
coming winter. 'Hie major problem is 
most of these districts is inclusion of 
buildings recently converted from coal 
to oil heat. 
In most instances, fuel is alloted this 
year on the basis of last year’s usage 
and this does not account for the new 
buildings or those with recently con­ 
verted systems. 
The survey also indicated the 
various types of heat in percentages of 
use in Ohio’s school buildings. Natural 
gas supply heat to 70.3 per cent; fuel 
oil, 15.9 per cent; coal, 9.7 per cent; 
electricity, 4.1 per cent. 
Among those 11 school districts m 
danger are Westerville District in 
Franklin ( ounty and Zane 
I race 
District in Ross County. 
Fuel for buses is a somewhat lessor 
problem. The suppliers for Pickaway 
County Schools have on the whole 
upped the price but do plan to supply 
regular allocations. 
In talking with the four county and 
city superintendents of Pickaway 
County, we find that the possibility of a 
fuel shortage does not present any 
major problems at present. 
John llenn, Superintendent of Ingan

A recent survey cited ll school 
districts have not been able to secure 
an adequate supply of fuel oil for the 
coming winter. The major problem is 
most of these districts is inclusion of 
buildings recently converted from coal 
to oil heat. 
In most instances, fuel is alloted this 
year on the basis of last year’s usage 
and this does not account for the new 
buildings or those with recently con­ 
verted systems. 
The survey also indicated the 
various types of heat in percentages of 
use in Ohio’s school buildings. Natural 
gas supply heat to 70.3 per cent; fuel 
oil, 15.9 per cent; coal, 9.7 per cent; 
electricity, 4.1 per cent. 
Among those ll school districts in 
danger are Westerville District in 
Franklin County and /ane Trace 
District in Rosa County. 
Fuel for buses is a somewhat lesser 
problem. The suppliers for Pickaway 
County Schools have on the whole 
upped the price but do plan to supply 
regular allocations. 
In talking with the four county and 
city superintendents of Pickaway 
County, we find that the possibility of a 
fuel shortage does not present any 
major problems at present.

The youths next entered an alley 
where F.mmett Spratling, 53, was lying 
on a discarded table top and Scales 
was sleeping on a bench.

The board voted Sunday night to 
rescind provisions of the Ferguson Act 
for the 17 remaining strikers, then 
fired all 87 for refusing to work. 
The 17 teachers, who claimed they 
were singled out as leaders of the 
strike, filed a $2.85 million suit against 
the l>oard last week, complaining of 
discrimination. 
Schools in Venton County were open 
Monday, despite Veterans Day ob­ 
servances, and administrators said 
about half the system’s students were 
m class. Attendance has been about 50 
per cent since the strike began. 
Picketing continued, meanwhile, 
outside most of the rural system s 
schools.

While the 
federal government and most con­

urge farmers to

production, Rep. William J. Scherle, 
an Iowa grain and livestock farmer, 
bucks the trend by telling his con­ 
stituents: “ Don’t O verplant!” or 
“ Plant with Caution!” 
If farmers overplant, Scherle says, 
market prices might fall, as they have 
in the past, and “our farmers will be 
getting a lesser amount for their 
crop. 
The conservative Republican issues 
his caution notes regularly at the end 
of

because 
the 
American farmer is “going to get 
himself caught in a declining market, 
rather than making a living wage out 
of his efforts,” an aide explained. 
“ We don’t want them back at $l-a* 
bushel corn,” the aide said. 
At times this year, corn has sold over

Hie 17 teachers, who claimed they 
were singled out as leaders of the 
strike, filed a $2.85 million suit against 
the Iniard last week, complaining of 
discrimination. 
Schools in Venton County were open 
Monday, despite Veterans Day ob­ 
servances, and administrators said 
about half the system’s students were 


i i i class. Attendance has been about 50 
per cent since the strike began. 
Picketing continued, meanwhile, 
outside most of the rural system’s 
schools.
